Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
of  Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Work  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1912. 

During  the  year,  897  deaths  occurred  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  district,  of  which  849 
took  place  within  the  district  and  48  without,  and 
2,237  births  were  registered. 

The  death  rate  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
district  was  14’22  per  thousand  of  population, 
against  19*24,  the  average  for  the  previous  thirty- 
two  years.  For  the  three  previous  decennial  and 
remaining  two-year  periods  the  rates  were  respect- 
ively 20*20,  19*79,  18*06  and  15*93. 

The  birth  rate,  after  deducting  five  belonging 
to  outside,  was  35*40  per  thousand  of  population, 
against  38*73,  the  average  for  the  previous  tliirty- 
two  years.  For  the  three  previous  decennial  and 
remaining  two-year  periods  the  average  rates  were 
40*93,  39*07,  37*10  and  36*20  respectively. 

Tlie  death  rate  is  40*17  per  cent,  of  the  birth 
rate,  against  45*65,  the  average  for  the  previous 
thirty-two  years. 


The  number  of  deaths  under  five  years  of  age 
was  394,  being  43’92  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths, 
against  51T9,  the  average  for  the  previous  thirty- 
two  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  one 
thousand  births  was  118,  against  169'5,  the  average 
for  the  previous  thirty  years. 

Thirty-seven  deaths  were  of  persons  over  eighty 
years  of  age,  two  over  ninety:  seventeen  males  with 
an  average  of  83'9  years,  and  twenty  females  with 
an  average  of  82-5  years. 

256  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  224  in 
the  second,  165  in  the  third  and  252  in  the  fourth. 

Fifty-seven  deaths  were  certified  by  coroner’s 
inquest,  thirteen  by  coroner’s  order  and  nine  were 
registered  as  uncertified,  having  been  notified  by 
unqualified  practitioners. 

Thirty  deaths  occurred  at  the  Union  Work- 
house,  twenty-one  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
district  and  nine  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the 
district:  two  infants,  eight  from  respiratory  and 
tubercular  disease,  two  from  malignant  disease,  one 
each  from  kidney  and  heart  disease  and  the  rest 
from  ailments  incident  to  old  age.  Four  were  over 
eighty  years  of  age. 

Four  deaths  occurred  at  the  Infeclious  Diseases 
Hospital. 

The  forty-eight  transferred  deaths  from  outside 
of  persons  belonging  to  the  district  occurred  at:. 
Sunderland  Infirmary,  sixteen;  Hartlepool  Hospital, 
fourteen;  Durham  County  Hospital,  fiv^e;  Sedgefield 
County  Asylum,  seven;  Newcastle  Royal  Infirmary, 
two;  and  otherwise  in  private  houses,  four. 

The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases 
were  1‘42  per  thousand  of  population,  against  1'93, 
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the  average  for  the  previous  thirty-one  years.  They

Typhus  Fever. — No  case  of  this  disease  has 
appeared  in  the  district  since  1895. 

Small-pox. — Since  1905  only  one  case  has 
appeared  in  the  district,  in  1908.  Notices  as  to 
contacts  from  infected  places  visiting  the  district 
were  received  and  followed  up,  but  no  case  occurred. 

Measles. — In  the  previous  year  the  incidence 
of  this  disease  was  on  the  northern  and  middle 
parts  of  the  district,  but  not  very  severely.  This 
year  began  with  the  end  of  that  epidemic  at  Murton, 
where  it  continued  throughout  the  greater  part  of 
the  year,  but  not  severely.  During  the  second 
quarter  the  district  was  practically  free  from  it,  but 
in  the  third  quarter  it  reappeared  in  the  southern 
part,  principally  at  Horden  and  Hutton  Henry,  and 
though  occurring  more  or  less  in  every  locality,  it 
displayed  itself  most  severely  in  the  fourth  quarter, 
of  a severe  type  at  these  two  places  and  Monk 
Hesleden.  In  that  period,  in  the  southern  localities 
mentioned,  85  per  cent,  of  the  fatal  cases  occurred. 
As  usual,  most  of  these  were  due  immediately  to 
pulmonary  complications.  90  per  cent,  were  under 
five  years  of  age.  On  the  order  of  the  County 
Authority,  school  closing  was  adopted,  mostly  the 
infant  departments,  at  Blackballs,  Horden,  Easington 
and  Castle  Eden  Colliery.  It  is  now  declining  at  all 
but  the  last-mentioned  village. 
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ScARLKT  Fever. — The  incidence  of  this  disease 
on  the  district  since  1902,  when  it  was  9' 5 per 
thousand  of  population,  had  never  been  more  than 
half  that,  and  was  declining.  This  year  it  has  risen 
to  nearly  the  same,  8T3.  The  case  mortality  has 
also  been  higher.  In  1905  it  was  7iil,  from  1906  to 
1911  it  was  successively  3T,  2-6,  1-07,  1-24,  1-93 
and  T72  per  cent.  This  year  it  is  3'5,  the  same  as 
in  1902.  The  severity  of  the  disease  varied  in  the 
different  localities,  judged  by  the  case  mortality, 
from  nil  in  six  of  them  to  2'2  per  cent,  in  Hutton 
Henry,  2-3  in  Haswell  and  5-2  in  Shotton.  Although 
many  of  the  cases  were  severe,  it  was  remarkable 
of  many  batches  of  cases  that  I had  the  opportunity 
of  examining,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  practitioners, 
that  the  illness  was  slight,  of  only  a few  days’ 
duration,  and  that  the  subsequent  peeling  was 
absent  or  so  slight  as  to  be  scarcely  detected.  It 
seemed  evident,  as  some  of  the  notitiers  admitted, 
that  an  outbreak  of  rotheln  had  coincided  with  the 
scarlet  fever,  the  differential  diagnosis  at  the  outset 
between  the  two  being  often  difficult.  If  this  were 
so,  the  case  mortality  of  the  real  scarlet  fever  cases 
was  higher  than  that  indicated.  In  support  of  this, 
the  severe  form,  s.,  anginosa,  which  had  not  been 
seen  for  several  years,  was  in  several  cases  observed. 
The  greater  incidence  was  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  and  the  greatest  mortality  in  the  fourth  quarter. 
Distinct  origins  could  very  rarely  be  traced,  the 
infectivity  was  marked  by  the  number  of  cases  often 
occurring  in  each  house.  Two  cases  occurred  at 
the  house  of  a dairykeeper,  ill  only  a day  or  two, 
and  did  not  desquamate;  no  case  was  known  to 
result  from  them.  One  mixed  school  at  Castle 
Eden  was  closed  on  account  of  this  disease,  as  the 
children  attending  came  from  a wide  and  partly 
infected  area.  The  disease  is  still  widely  prevalent 
throughout  the  southern  half  of  the  district.  School 
attendance  is  often  credited  with  increasing  the 
spread  of  this  disease,  and  all  children  from  infected 
houses  are  excluded  from  school.  A few  are  sent 


to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  but  this  has  no  effect  in 
stopping  its  spread  unless  where  there  are  isolated 
cases.  It  has  frequently  been  observed  that  during 
cold  weather  it  spreads  more  extensively  than  it 
does  in  fine  weather,  when  more  time  is  spent  by 
school  children  in  the  open  air.  By  this  rule,  there 
has  been  sut'licient  inclemency  during  the  year  to 
favour  its  operation.  Disinfection  cannot  be  carried 
out  with  any  advantage  when  children  are  so  slightly 
ill  that  they  can  run  about  after  the  first  few  days. 
In  spite  of  instructions,  isolation  of  these  cases  is  a 
hopeless  impossibility. 

Whooping-cough. — The  year  began  with  an 
epidemic  of  this  at  Murton,  with  Dalton  and 
Hawthorn  near  by,  where  it  continued.  No  locality 
has  been  free  from  it,  though  nowhere  else  has  it 
occurred  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  termed  epidemic. 
After  the  first  half  of  the  year,  when  79  per  cent,  of 
the  fatalities  occurred,  it  declined  very  considerably. 
Of  33  deaths,  all  but  one  were  of  children  under 
school  age. 

Diphtheria. — The  incidence  of  this  disease 
shews  a marked  decrease  on  the  previous  year  and 
is  much  below  the  average.  It  appeared  in  every 
locality  but  one,  and  nowhere  occurred  as  an 
epidemic,  varying  from  nil  to  3-27,  with  a mortality 
from  nil  to  66  per  cent.  The  observation  of  previous 
years,  that  where  the  greatest  incidence  occurred 
there  was  the  lowest  mortality,  held  good  in  the 
main,  as  at  Easington,  where  it  was  highest,  there 
was  not  a single  death  among  cases  belonging  to 
the  locality.  This  illustrates  at  the  same  time  the 
difference  of  opinion  held  by  medical  men  as  to 
what  conditions  constitute  this  disease.  A verv  few 
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were  submitted  to  a bacteriological  test,  and  half  of 
them  were  negative.  The  numbers  occurring  in 
the  different  quarters,  twenty-nine,  eleven,  twenty- 
three  and  sixteen,  shew  the  connection  between 
sore  throat  and  inclement  weather.  In  spite  of  the 
increased  use  of  antitoxin,  the  mortality  is  about 
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the  average  of  previous  years.  This  is  kept  up  by 
the  large  number  of  young  infants  who  suecumb  at 
an  early  stage,  sometimes  the  first  or  second  day  of 
the  disease.  55  per  cent,  of  the  cases  occurred  at 
school  age,  5 to  15  years,  while  21  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  were  under  5 years  of  age,  of  which  41  per 
cent,  were  fatal.  Of  the  total  fatal  cases,  53  per 
cent,  were  under  the  age  of  five.  The  following 
table  shews  the  number  of  cases,  attack  rate  per 
thousand  of  population  and  the  case  mortality  per 
cent,  with  the  record  of  similar  figures  during  the 
past  thirteen  years,  when  it  has  been  a familiar 
visitor; —

Of  the  79  cases,  excluding  a tramp  who  died 
on  entering  the  workhouse,  78  occurred  in  72 
households.  Of  the  six  multiple  cases,  two  appeared 
simultaneously  and  four  subsequently,  presumably 
by  infection  from  the  first  case.  Besides  these, 
only  six  could  be  traced  to  direct  infection  by 
contact,  and  in  each  case  from  outside  the  district. 
It  was  often  associated  with  measles  and  scarlet 
fever  where  the  greatest  number  of  cases  occurred. 
At  Shotton,  there  coincided  an  extensive  outbreak 
of  mild  scarlet  fever.  This  shews  clearly  its  general 
non-specific  infectivity.  It  may  be  frequently 
associated  also  with  a chronic  bad  throat  where 
conditions  existed  for  its  development  from  mild 
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pre-existing  forms.  Its  frequency  was  most  marked 
in  villages  with  a moving  population  and  presumably 
not  in  so  good  a physical  condition  as  in  those 
localities  where  the  residents  are  more  stable  and 
permanent.  School  infection  was  suspected,  but 
no  clear  evidence  of  this  could  be  obtained.  Two 
cases  occurred  in  the  households  of  dairykeepers. 
One  was  removed  to  hospital  and  the  other  effect- 
ively isolated.  In  all  the  infected  houses,  in  only 
four  had  raw  milk  been  drunk  by  the  patient.  In 
twenty-hve  per  cent.,  tinned  milk  was  the  article  in 
use.  Barely  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  houses  could 
be  described  as  markedly  dirty  in  their  interior, 
and  in  only  one  was  there  a second  case.  A large 
proportion,  twenty-six  per  cent.,  had  defects  in 
their  sanitary  conditions,  mostly  dampness  of  the 
walls.  As  to  housing  conditions,  eleven  per  cent, 
were  in  better-class  houses,  with  an  average  of  IT 
persons  per  room,  and  89  per  cent,  were  in  work- 
men’s houses,  with  an  average  of  1‘98  persons  to 
each  room,  including  attics. 

The  cases  in  the  different  localities  were; — 
Easington,  eleven  (attack  rate  3'27,  mortality  10  per 
cent.):  three  got  infected  outside  the  district,  one 
of  them  a tramp,  the  only  fatal  case  except  one  with 
damp  walls  and  dirty  surroundings  to  the  house; 
one  of  them  severe,  the  rest  mostly  mild,  were  all 
new  and  well-constructed  buildings  with  satisfactory 
sanitation;  in  one  case  gross  overcrowding  was 
discovered.  Haswell,  ten  (attack  rate  1T9,  mortality 
20);  two  in  better-class  houses,  free  from  any 
defects,  one  of  them  a dairy  farm;  two  in  cottages 
with  no  defects;  six  in  houses  all  damp  and  defective 
in  structure  on  whom  notices  had  been  served;  three 
of  them  attending  the  same  infant  school,  but  no 
evidence  of  immediate  contact.  Shotton,  twenty- 
nine  (attack  rate  2’28,  mortality  20):  two  in  good 
houses  with  excellent  sanitation  and  no  history;  six 
in  houses  all  associated  with  insanitary  conditions 
or  defects  of  structure;  the  rest  in  new  houses  with

satisfactory  sanitation,  but  eleven  of  them  very  dirty 
domestically;  many  in  houses  where  scarlet  fever 
occurred;  in  no  instance  were  the  cases  clustered 
together,  but  equally  spread  about.  Castle  Eden 
group,  three  (attack  rate  0*54,  mortality  66):  these 
all  occurred  in  the  village  of  Cold  Hesleden,  in 
fairly  good  houses;  all  severe  and  two  of  them  fatal; 
these  houses  are  all  situated  in  the  main  highway 
where  the  worst  isolated  cases  are  commonly  found, 
and  most  probably  got  by  contact  with  tramps. 
Murton,  eight  (attack  rate  0-12,  mortality  12):  one 
in  a better-class  house  with  good  sanitation  and  no 
history;  all  the  others  in  houses  clean  and  well  kept; 
the  older  houses  in  the  village  all  now  undergoing 
structural  improvement;  six  of  them  were  close 
together,  where  the  surface  was  being  disturbed. 
Thornley  and  Kelloe:  no  case  was  notified  at  these 
places,  but  a death  was  registered  as  dying  from 
this  disease.  The  case  had  not  been  attended  to 
by  any  medical  man,  and  after  inquiry  I came  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  cause  of  death  was  a totally 
different  ailment.  Wingate,  four  (attack  rate  0‘09, 
mortality  25):  two  in  better-class  houses  with  good 
sanitation,  one  of  them  probably  by  school  infection 
from  outside;  one  in  a house,  damp  and  associated 
with  scarlet  fever;  one,  a young  infant,  in  a dirty 
house,  dying  the  second  day.  Hutton  Henry  group, 
four  (attack  rate  0’66,  mortality  nil):  one  in  a better- 
class  house,  got  by  direct  infection  from  outside; 
one  in  a house,  damp  and  dirty;  two  others  in  fairly 
good  houses,  with  no  history  and  all  quite  uncon- 
nected. Seaham,  six  (attack  rate  0T5,  mortality  16): 
one  case,  fatal,  was  evidently  got  by  direct  infection 
from  town  manure;  one  case  followed  upon  measles; 
the  remaining  four  were  mild,  free  from  insanitary 
conditions  and  with  no  history. 

Enteric  Eever. — The  number  of  cases  of 
this  disease  notified  during  the  year  is  not  only  the 
lowest  on  record  but  less  than  a fifth  of  the  average 
of  the  previous  nineteen  years.  This  was  owing 
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largely  to  climatic  conditions,  as,  during  the  summer 
months,  there  was  a complete  absence  of  diarrhoea 
among  adults.  Combined  with  continued  fever, 
the  attack  rate  was  0‘38  and  the  mortality  16-66. 
The  hgures  are  based  on  the  notihcations,  without 
making  allowance  for  any  errors  of  diagnosis  sub- 
sequently discovered.  Three  notihcations  were 
admitted  to  have  been  made  in  error,  though  there 
were  certainly  more,  but  deducting  these  only,  the 
attack  rate  and  mortality  instead  of  being  0-31  and 
20-0  respectively  are  reduced  to  0*26  and  17’64. 
In  calculating  the  mortality,  a death  certihed  from 
enteric  fever  and  tuberculosis,  and  notihed  the 
previous  year,  is  omitted.  The  character  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  cases  differed  from  that  of  any 
previous  experience  in  the  district.  It  was  not  an 
epidemic  outbreak;  they  were  scattered  throughout 
the  more  populous  villages.  The  dates  of  notihca- 
tion  were  from  3rd  January  to  30th  December,  and 
in  every  month  except  June  and  July.  Except  in 
two  instances,  they  were  quite  unconnected,  and  no 
specihc  cause  as  to  origin  could  be  traced.  One 
case  was  contracted  outside  the  district,  the  rest 
within. 

In  about  half  the  cases  the  onset  was  preceded 
by  a prodromal  period  and  in  the  other  it  was 
sudden.  In  a fourth  of  the  cases  onlv  was  there 
the  characteristic  diarrhoea.  In  the  fatal  cases, 
outside  one  complicated  with  tuberculosis  and  one 
with  heart  disease,  death  took  place  in  one  case  on 
the  second  day  and  in  two  on  the  ninth.  The  water 
supply  in  one  case  was  certainly  impure,  and  in 
another  suspicious.  Milk  in  no  case  could  be 
suspected.  As  to  food,  shell-fish  and  ice-cream 
each  once,  possibly,  but  not  certainly.  I had  no 
evidence  to  lead  me  to  suspect  even  of  the  existence 
of  overlooked  cases.  In  no  case  had  the  diagnosis 
been  verified  by  bacteriological  examination.  The 
drainage,  means  of  excrement  disposal  and  general 
sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  are  mentioned 
in  the  paragraph  detailing  the  cases. 
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The  means  taken  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
infection  were,  personal  investigation  by  your 
Medical  Officer  into  each  individual  case  at  the 
earliest  moment  after  notification,  removal  of  a 
greater  proportion  of  the  cases  to  the  Infectious 
Hospital  than  in  any  previous  year,  disinfection 
and  action  for  the  removal  of  insanitary  conditions 
discovered. 


The  following  table  shews  the  number  of  cases 
notified,  the  attack  rate  per  thousand  of  population 
and  the  case  mortality  per  cent,  in  the  district 
since  the  adoption  of  the  Notification  Act: —

Their  occurrence  and  distribution  in  the  district 
were: — Easington,  one  (rate  0-21,  mortality  uil):  a 
child,  in  May,  in  a new  house  with  good  sanitation, 
with  a history  of  being  ill  after  eating  crab  a 
fortnight  before.  Haswell,  two  (rate  0-29  mortality 
;///):  both  in  September,  one  a weak  subject  in  an 
old,  clean  house  with  fair  surroundings,  had  been 
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visiting  outside  the  district  a fortnight  before;  the 
other  with  no  history,  in  an  old  house,  and  with 
most  insanitary  surroundings,  for  which  notice  of 
closure  had  been  served.  Shotton,  seven  (rate  0'55, 
mortality  nil):  one,  in  May,  in  an  old  house  where, 
a month  before,  an  old,  defective  privy  ashpit,  close 
to  the  house,  had  been  removed  for  improvement; 
four  in  the  first  four  months,  all  new  houses  with 
good  sanitation,  with  no  history,  but  two  of  them 
very  dirty  and  one  doubtful;  two  in  October  and 
November  in  similarly  good  houses,  one  by  direct 
infection  from  a case  at  Haswell,  and  the  other 
where  there  had  been  a frequently  blocked  drain, 
and  with  a history  of  having  had  the  same  fever, 
nine  years  before,  in  India.  Castle  Eden  group, 
none,  same  as  the  previous  year.  Murton,  one  (rate 
0*12,  mortality  nil)-,  in  August,  in  a fair  house,  and 
came  home  ill,  having  contracted  it  outside  the 
district.  Thornley,  three  (rate  0'68,  mortality  33): 
one  in  January  in  a fair  house,  with  a history  of 
indulging  in  ice-cream  when  from  home;  two  in 
December,  in  the  same  house,  defective  structurally, 
and  with  a history  of  having  had  ice-cream  some- 
where from  home  a fortnight  before  the  onset. 
Wingate,  two  (rate  O’ 18,  mortality  50):  in  October 
and  December,  both  in  good,  new  houses  with 
satisfactory  surroundings,  and  no  history  except 
being  delicate  in  one  case  and  having  had  a chill  in 
the  other.  Hutton  Henry,  three  (rate  0’48,  mortality 
nil)-,  in  May,  August  and  December,  all  in  good 
houses,  the  first  with  a history  of  polluted  water 
supply,  one  at  a dairy  farm  (removed  to  hospital) 
with  no  occupation  or  history,  and  the  third  also 
with  no  history.  Seaham,  one  (rate  O’ 12,  mortality 
100):  in  April,  with  no  history  except  another 
ailment  some  time  previously,  and  not  connected 
with  the  outbreak  there  of  the  year  before. 

Continued  Fever. — Four  cases  of  this  were 
notified.  There  were  none  of  the  usual  febricula. 
Two  were  subsequently  treated  as  enteric  fever; 
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one,  fatal,  was  complicated  with  heart  disease;  one 
had  a history  of  fever  many  years  before,  and  had 
been  invalided  from  Africa  with  fever,  probably 
enteric;  and  one  turned  out  to  be  a case  of  acute 
pneumonia. 

Diarrhcea. — There  was  a total  absence  of 
diarrhoea  among  adults.  The  deaths  were  2’45 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  against  15’38  for  the 
previous  year,  and  575,  the  average  for  the  previous 
twenty-nine  years.  90  per  cent,  were  of  children 
under  5 years  of  age,  and  of  these,  75  per  cent,  were 
under  a year.  The  deaths  in  the  third  quarter, 
instead  of  being  much  in  excess,  were  only  equal 
to  those  of  the  two  first  quarters. 

Puerperal  Fever. — The  proportion  of  cases 
to  births  was  077,  much  higher  than  recent  years 
and  exactly  the  average  of  the  previous  nineteen 
years,  and  the  mortality  was  83  per  cent.  Two 
were  attended  by  midwives  in  the  first  instance, 
the  rest  by  registered  practitioners.  Half  of  the 
cases  were  complicated  with  other  diseases.  All 
were  inquired  into,  satisfactorily  attended  and  dis- 
infectants used. 

Tuberculosis. — The  deaths  from  pulmonary 
phthisis  were  0'65  per  thousand  of  population, 
from  other  tubercular  diseases,  0’52,  much  lower 
than  previous  years,  and  from  all  other  respiratory 
diseases,  276,  nearly  the  same  as  previous  years. 
Notification  under  the  “ Public  Health  (Tuber- 
culosis) Regulation,  1908,”  the  “ Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis  in  Hospitals)  Regulation,  1911,”  and 
the  “ Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulation, 
1911,”  have  been  in  operation.  117  notifications 
in  respect  of  101  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  received  during  the  year.  Every  case  was 
visited  by  your  Inspectors,  and  most  of  them  by 
your  Medical  Officer,  and  their  surroundings  in- 
quired into.  As  to  their  sanitary  surroundings, 
30  per  cent,  were  good,  and  the  patients  slept  in 
a room  alone.  20  per  cent,  had  good  sanitary 


conditions,  but  slept  in  the  same  room  as  others. 
In  13  per  cent,  the  surroundings  were  most  unsat- 
isfactory. 9 per  cent,  were  in  the  Workhouse. 
Of  tlie  remainder,  some  died  shortly  after  being 
notihed,  or  left  the  district  without  an  address  and 
they  eould  not  be  inquired  into.  Of  the  whole, 
thirty-two  died  during  the  year.  Cards  of  printed 
instructions  arc  left  and  pocket  spittoons  supplied 
where  necessary,  and  disinfection  as  far  as  practic- 
able carried  out.  Thirteen  patients  were  sent  to  the 
Stanhope  Sanatorium  and  two  in-patients  received 
at  the  Sherburn  Hospital.  The  Council  and  Board 
of  Guardians  each  continue  their  annual  subscrip- 
tion of  £2S  to  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  and 
Cure  of  Consumption  in  the  County  of  Durham, 
for  which  they  are  entitled  jointly  to  250  days’ 
treatment.  Of  those  returned  improved,  a fair 
proportion  have  resumed  work  apparently  quite 
well.  For  those  sufficiently  improved  to  be  sent 
home,  the  treatment  might  be  continued  by  lending 
them  open-air  shelters  or  sleeping  chalets.  This 
should  be  done  in  co-operation  with  the  county 
scheme,  which  it  is  expected  will  be  extensive  and 
elaborate.  With  this  and  the  “ Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulation,  1912,”  now  in  operation, 
much  good  in  this  branch  of  health  work  should  be 
accomplished. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character 
OF  THE  District. — The  surface  of  the  district  is 
undulating  from  the  coast  line  at  sea  level  to  nearly 
500  feet.  The  soil  is  generally  boulder  clay,  with 
sometimes  beds  of  sand  and  gravel.  The  whole  is 
underlain  by  the  magnesian  limestone,  which  in  a 
few  places  crops  out  at  the  surface.  Of  the  nine 
divisions,  those  in  number  four,  except  Cold 
Hesleden,  are  wholly  agricultural.  In  the  others, 
besides  a few  farms,  practically  the  whole  popula- 
tion is  employed  in  coal  mining  and  is  located  in 
villages  mostly  beside  the  collieries.  The  climate 
is  dry  and  cold. 


House  Accommodation. — An  increasing  pro- 
portion of  the  population  is  engaged  in  mining,  and 
it  is  the  old  houses  which  many  of  them  occupy 
which  call  for  the  attention  of  your  Council  in  this 
branch  of  health  work. 

Building  operations  in  this  class  of  houses 
continue  to  increase,  mostly  by  the  colliery  owners, 
but  largely  also  by  private  persons.  Plans  have 
been  passed  by  your  Council  for  the  erection  of  709 
houses  and  buildings,  and  174  have  been  completed, 
inspected  by  your  Surveyor  and  certificates  of 
habitation  issued.  Though  concrete  blocks  are 
being  satisfactorily  introduced,  most  are  built  of 
brick  and  slated,  situated  in  the  colliery  villages,  all 
with  satisfactory  sanitary  surroundings  and  of  an 
improving  type.  On  Table  VI.  they  will  be  found 
classified  as  to  varieties  and  the  different  localities 
where  they  have  been  erected. 

Before  the  last  forty  years,  limestone  was  the 
building  material  used,  and  there  was  no  concrete 
foundation  or  damp  course,  with  the  result  that 
dampness  now  is  a common  feature  of  all  old  houses. 

There  is  still  a lot  of  old  property  in  the  district 
requiring  improvement  by  rebuilding,  wholly  or 
in  part.  Nearly  700  houses  have  been  under  the 
notice  of  your  Council  during  the  year  for  required 
improvements,  and  a large  amount  has  been  effected. 
Difficulties  are  sometimes  met  by  obstruction  on 
the  part  of  large,  and  impccuniosity  on  the  part  of 
small  owners,  but,  by  persistence  and  persuasion, 
these  are  generally  overcome. 

In  spite  of  all  the  new  building  there  is  still 
a great  demand  for  houses  at  most  of  the  busy 
collieries.  To  remedy  this,  your  Council  decided, 
under  Part  III.  of  the  “ Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  1890,”  to  erect  101  houses  at  Murton. 
Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  land  are  completed, 
sufficient  also  to  provide  garden  ground  for  each 
house,  and  a Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  to 


borrow  the  money  was  held.  Sanetion  has  been 
obtained  provisionally,  but  a ditiienlty  has  presented 
itself  as  to  the  sanitary  eonveniences.  Your  Council 
has  agreed  to  the  ash-closet  form,  so  long  advocated 
by  the  County  Council,  and  now  being  adopted 
for  all  new  workmen’s  houses.  The  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  desired  that  a water-closet  should  be 
introduced  instead.  Apart  from  the  want  of  a 
sufficient  drainage  system  for  this  method,  financial 
difficulties  would  be  entailed  by  the  available  rents 
being  too  low  to  make  the  scheme  self-supporting. 
Although  your  Council  admit  that  a water  carriage 
system  is  ideally  preferable,  for  the  reasons  men- 
tioned it  is  not  regarded  as  practicable  for  this 
class  of  house;  at  least,  in  the  meantime.  The 
nuisance  ensuing  from  freezing  of  the  pipes  when 
the  closet  is  outside  the  house  is  not  to  be  over- 
looked. Economically  managed,  this  scheme  should 
hasten  the  extinction  of  defective  houses  by  their 
improvement  or  demolition. 

At  Haswell,  where  the  colliery  has  been 
stopped,  there  are  over  200  old  houses  in  a very 
bad  condition.  Fully  half  of  them  are  occupied 
by  people  who  work  elsewhere.  Schemes  have 
been  proposed  and  promised  for  improvement;  but, 
beyond  a few  repairs,  nothing  has  been  done.  To 
hasten  the  work,  the  County  Council  undertook  the 
duty  to  close  or  obtain  an  improvement  to  the  lot 
some  years  ago;  but,  beyond  reports  and  corres- 
pondence, nothing  has  yet  been  accomplished. 

Overcrowding  by  two  families  in  one  house 
occasionally  occurs,  and  notice  is  served  to  abate 
this;  and  prosecution  was  resorted  to  in  one  case 
and  an  order  obtained.  There  is  also  an  over- 
crowding which  is  not  so  easily  abated,  particularly 
in  the  smaller  houses  of  two  and  three  rooms, 
sometimes  occupied  by  families  of  ten  and  twelve 
persons. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — The  bacterial 
filter  system  of  sewage  disposal  at  Murton  has  been 
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overhauled  and  cleaned.  For  those  at  Shotton,  a 
whole-time  attendant  has  been  engaged,  and  they 
are  in  good  order.  At  the  Thornley  and  Wheatley 
Hill  works  trouble  has  been  experienced,  partly  by 
householders  improperly  disposing  of  slop  water. 
Prosecution  is  the  only  remedy,  and  the  police  have 
promised  to  assist  in  this.  The  pumping  apparatus 
which  has  been  in  use  since  the  works  were  first 
laid  down  is  now  defective  and  requires  renewal. 

A sewerage  system  direct  to  the  sea,  when 
available,  is  preferable.  The  scheme  to  include 
Haswell,  South  Hetton,  Murton,  Cold  Hesleden, 
Dalton-le-Dale  and  part  of  New  Seaham  was  ready 
for  a Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  a year  ago, 
but  was  retarded  by  objections  on  the  part  of 
Seaham  Harbour  Urban  District  as  to  the  position 
of  the  outfall.  New  surveys  to  obtain  an  outlet  at  a 
suitable  point  have  been  completed,  and  with  these 
alterations  the  scheme  only  awaited  the  concur- 
rence of  the  owners  through  whose  lands  it  will  pass, 
to  be  ready  for  a Local  Government  Board  Inquiry. 
This  concurrence  has  just  been  signified. 

The  Wingate  Sewerage  Scheme,  which  your 
Surveyor  was  instructed  to  prepare  a year  ago,  was 
delayed  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work.  To 
expedite  this,  a special  assistant  was  engaged.  The 
whole  of  the  general  plans  and  sections  have  been 
completed  and  approved,  and  an  application  for  a 
loan  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board.  When 
the  scheme  is  completed  it  will  deal  with  the  sewage 
from  Deaf  Hill,  Wingate,  Station  Town,  Hutton 
Henry,  Castle  Eden,  Castle  Eden  Colliery,  High 
Hesleden,  Low  Hesleden  and  Blackhalls.  This 
will  permit  the  greater  introduction  of  the  wet-closet 
system  to  dwelling  houses  in  that  area. 

To  ensure  a greater  efficiency  for  the  Seaham 
and  Seaton  disposal  works,  it  has  been  decided  to 
duplicate  the  whole  of  the  pumping  plant. 
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New  sewers  have  been  laid  to  a total  of  4,510 
yards  by  your  Surveyor:  3,270  yards  9"  main,  1,135 
yards  12"  and  105  yards  18"  pipes  at  the  following 
plaees: — 

Easington  Colliery. — 300  yards  9"  and  500  yards 
12"  for  extension  of  new  streets  and  buildings. 


Haswell. — 85  yards  for  9"  drain  to  a back 
street,  and  1,000  yards  9"  pipes  for  the  Plough 
Village  to  take  the  place  of  open  channels. 

Shotton. — 40  yards  9"  pipes  to  replace  a 
defective  drain  at  Albert  Terrace,  and  100  yards 
9"  extension  to  the  Horden  system  to  secure  a 
storm  overflow  and  prevent  flooding  of  private 
houses. 

Castle  Eden. — 200  yards  9"  to  extend  the  main 
to  the  houses  beside  the  Brewery,  and  65  yards  12" 
to  replace  a defective  sewer  from  houses  near 
Wingate. 

Cold  Hesleden. — 190  yards  9"  pipes  to  replace 
an  open  channel  and  connect  with  trapped  sinks 
provided  for  a street  of  houses. 

Murton. — 215  yards  9"  sewer  to  replace  open 
channels  and  connect  with  trapped  sinks  at  Villiers 
Street  and  Railway  Street. 

Wingate. — 400  yards  12"  sewers  to  convey  the 
effluent  from  the  tanks  at  the  Lane  to  avoid 
pollution  of  a stream. 

Trimdon. — 220  vards  9"  to  relav  a defective 
sewer  at  Deaf  Hill  Terrace. 

Thornley. — 105  yards  18"  pipes  to  cover  a 
stream  and  prevent  it  blocking. 

Hutton  Henry. — 170  yards  12"  pipes  and  700 
yards  9"  pipes  to  re-sewer  back  streets  in  Station 
Town  preparatory  to  being  made. 
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Seaham. — 220  yards  9"  pipes  to  replace  an  old 
sewer. 

“Private  Street  Works  Act.”— Under  this, 
the  following  streets  have  been  made  up  and  comple- 
ted: at  Thornley,  Back  Hartlepool  Street;  Murton, 
Coronation  Street  and  Back  Wood’s  Terrace;  Station 
Town,  Back  Garden  Street  and  side  streets  off 
Milbank  Terrace.  Application  was  made  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  to  put  the  Act  in  force 
for  thirty-one  streets  at  Haswell,  Hutton  Henry, 
Hesleden,  Thornley,  Wingate,  Murton  and  Seaton, 
and  what  is  not  completed  is  now  in  progress. 

Water  Supply. — The  supply  to  old  Wingate, 
where  there  had  been  a shortage,  has  been  made 
satisfactory  by  laying  a new  4"  main  from  the  source 
of  supply.  There  has  been  much  complaint  of  both 
irregularity  and  shortage  at  Hutton  Henry  and 
South  Wingate.  This  is  attributed  to  the  slight 
difference  between  the  levels  of  the  reservoir  of  the 
supply  Company  {the  Wingate  Water  Company) 
and  the  storage  tanks  for  these  villages  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  supply  being  first  tapped  by  Station 
Town,  from  a 3"  pipe,  on  the  other.  Trouble  was 
also  caused  by  defects  in  the  pump,  but  a new  and 
efficient  pump  has  been  provided  during  the  year. 
To  remedy  this,  your  Surveyor  proposed  a 4"  main  to 
run  direct  from  the  Company’s  main  to  the  storage 
tanks.  A contract  for  this  has  been  let  by  the  Water 
Company  and  the  work  is  proceeding.  At  Station 
Town,  the  mains  in  the  back  streets  have  been 
extended  and  extra  pants  erected.  At  Trimdon,  the 
distribution  should  be  improved  by  the  erection  of 
additional  street  taps.  There  is  an  abundant  supply 
of  good  water  in  the  district.  It  only  requires  distri- 
bution, and,  with  few  exceptions,  this  is  satisfactory. 
The  new  colliery  village  at  Blackhalls  has  only  a 
supply  from  surface  wells  at  present,  but  as  the  work 
of  sinking  proceeds  and  water  is  tapped  a good 
supply  can  be  laid  on.  A great  scarcity  has  also  been 
experienced  at  Wheatley  Hill,  owing  to  a change  in 
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the  source  of  supply,  and  the  work  for  this  is  also 
proceeding. 

Insanitary  Property. — The  attention  of  your 
olhcers  to  this  matter  occupies  more  time  than  any 
of  their  other  duties.  When  defects  are  found  in 
old  property,  either  by  systematic  or  casual  inspec- 
tion, preliminary  notice  is  hrst  served  on  the  owner 
without  the  threat  of  a closing  order,  and  most  of 
the  improvements  are  obtained  by  this  means. 
An  opportunity,  with  reasonable  time,  is  generally 
afforded  owners,  and  if  that  fails,  action  is  taken 
under  the  “ Housing,  Town  Planning  etc.  Act,”  or 
the  “ Public  Health  Act,”  as  may  be  desirable. 
Under  the  hrst,  action  has  been  taken  by  your 
Council  for  these  conditions,  with  results  as  follow: — 

Easington. — Three  houses,  for  which  closing 
orders  had  been  issued  the  year  before,  have  been 
rebuilt  and  the  closing  orders  determined.  Twenty- 
three  wooden  huts  have  been  demolished  and  a 
street  of  brick  houses  built  on  the  site.  Two 
houses  have  been  rebuilt  without  serving  statutory 
notices.  Eleven  preliminary  notices  have  been 
served  for  twenty-hve  houses:  one  for  general 
dilapidation,  demolished;  four  for  dilapidation, 
dampness  and  unpaved  yards,  remedied;  ten  for 
dampness,  defective  paving  of  yard  and  insanitary 
privy  middens,  all  remedied;  ten  for  unpavcd  yards 
and  insanitary  privy  middens,  remedied. 

Haswell. — One  house,  for  which  a closing  order 
had  been  issued  in  1910,  was  rebuilt.  Four  back- 
to-back  houses,  dilapidated  and  damp,  reported  as 
uninhabitable,  owner  promised  to  make  habitable, 
closing  order  meanwhile  withheld.  Four  houses 
with  low  attics  and  damp  walls:  two  demolished 
and  two  rebuilt.  Forty-four  preliminary  notices 
for  sixty-three  houses:  four  back-to-back,  two  con- 
verted into  one  house,  two  provided  with  through 
ventilation;  forty-seven  houses  with  damp  walls, 
defective  yard  paving  and  midden  privies,  remedied; 
the  like  improvement  promised  for  the  remainder.

South  Hctton. — Four  houses  with  low  attics, 
for  which  closing  orders  were  issued  the  previous 
year,  have  had  tlie  walls  raised  and  other  defects 
remedied,  and  the  closing  orders  determined.  Nine 
houses  with  defects  as  to  privy  accommodation, 
drainage  and  paving,  have  been  provided  with 
separate  ash-closet,  sink  to  each  house  and  cement 
paving.  For  six  houses  with  low  attics  and  other 
defects,  closing  orders  were  issued.  For  the  re- 
mainder of  the  eight  rows  with  low  attics,  a plan 
has  been  submitted  for  rebuilding  twenty-two,  and 
for  four  of  them  the  work  is  now  in  hand.  On  the 
issue  of  preliminary  notices  only  thirty-three  houses 
have  been  improved.  In  Gale  Street,  two  have 
been  re-roofed,  improved  privy  accommodation  and 
general  repairs  carried  out.  Hichmond  Place,  five, 
including  two  back-to-back  have  been  converted 
into  four  through  houses,  ash-closets,  paving  and 
general  repairs.  Front  Street,  six  defective  as  to 
privies  and  yard  paving  have  been  so  improved  and 
four  with  general  disrepair  remedied.  Gale  Street, 
of  sixteen  defective  as  to  attics,  dampness  and 
paving,  six  have  been  improved  and  the  same  to 
the  rest  promised. 

Shotton. — Four  houses  have  been  rebuilt,  and 
of  twenty-one  dealt  with  for  general  defects,  ten 
have  been  repaired  and  an  undertaking  given  that 
the  eleven  shall  be  similarly  improved. 

Burdon. — Two  notices  for  two  houses  with 
damp  walls  and  floors:  required  re-Hooring  and 
repairs  carried  out  in  one  only,  so  far. 

Cold  Hesleden. — Five  notices  for  twenty-four 
houses,  otherwise  good,  but  with  badly-ventilated 
upper  rooms:  fixing  an  opening  skylight  in  the  roof 
opposite  to  the  windows  was  agreed  to  be  done, 
and  the  work  is  in  progress. 

Dalton-le-r3ale. — For  two  houses,  alterations 
to  remedy  dampness  of  walls  and  floors  have  been 
made.  Five  notices  have  been  served  for  26  houses 


with  badly-vciitilatcd  upper  room,  and  improvement 
is  promised. 

Castle  Eden. — Four  houses  have  been  rebuilt, 
21  notices  have  been  served  for  3b  houses  for  neglect 
to  maintain  in  general  repair,  defective  yards  and 
insanitary  conveniences.  34  have  been  satisfactorily 
remedied.  Statutory  notices  will  be  served  where 
there  is  non-compliance. 

Murton. — In  Model  Street  and  Albion  Street 
a lot  of  73  houses,  for  which  notices  had  been  served 
some  time  ago,  have  been  provided  with  a separate 
ash-closet  and  a sink  in  each  yard.  Talbot  Street: 
sixteen  houses  improved  by  ceiling  the  upper 
room,  inserting  a fireplace,  and  a staircase  in  place 
of  a step-ladder.  Princess  Street:  twenty  back-to- 
back  houses  have  been  altered  to  have  both  a back 
and  front,  a separate  ash-closet  to  each,  the  yard 
paved  and  a sink  fixed.  South  Street:  eight  back- 
to-back  houses,  of  two  rooms  each,  have  been 
converted  into  four,  of  four  rooms.  Pilgrim  Street: 
24  houses  have  had  the  upper  room  ceiled  and  a 
small  additional  window  fixed  in  the  back  wall;  but 
this  is  not  a sufficient  improvement  to  the  ventilation. 
Improved  drainage  to  this  street  is  also  required, 
ancl  has  been  promised.  Improvements  to  other 
streets  of  houses  in  this  village  are  urgently  needed. 
They  have  been  under  consideration  by  your  Council 
but  nothing  has  yet  been  done. 

Thornley. — 17  preliminary  notices  have  been 
served  for  45  houses,  29  of  which  have  been  rebuilt 
and  raised  and  eight  back-to-back  converted  into 
four  through  houses,  and  16  are  receiving  attention. 
Five  houses  of  another  lot,  previously  promised,  have 
been  rebuilt.  Four  houses  have  been  closed,  one  of 
them  demolished  and  one  rebuilt. 

Kelloe. — Two  houses  of  a lot  begun  to  be 
improved  the  year  before  were  completed  by  ceiling 
the  upper  room,  replacing  a step-ladder  by  a stair- 
case, and  general  repairs. 


Wingate. — Six  houses  with  low  attics  have 
been  rebuilt  into  two  stories. 

Wheatley  Hill. — One  preliminary  notice  was 
served  for  seven  houses  for  general  dilapidation,  of 
which  six  were  repaired  and  one  was  closed.  33 
houses  were  repaired,  the  result  of  notices  served 
during  1911.  Two  notices  served  on  the  owners 
of  five  houses  for  defects  of  ventilation,  general 
disrepair,  insanitary  conveniences  and  yard  paving. 
The  requested  improvements  have  been  promised 
to  be  carried  out. 

Hutton  Henry. — Preliminary  notices  having 
been  disregarded,  closing  orders  were  issued  for  21 
houses  in  East  View  and  Garden  Street  for  generally 
dilapidated  conditions,  after  which,  the  required 
repairs  were  effected  and  the  closing  orders  with- 
drawn. 

Seaham. — One  notice  for  a lot  of  22  houses, 
defective  as  to  unpaved  yards  and  open  channel 
drainage,  have  had  the  necessary  improvements, 
and  a sink  fixed  in  each.  For  another  lot  of  65 
houses  with  similar  defects,  the  work  is  in  progress. 

Seaton. — Two  houses  with  low  attics  and  other 
general  defects  have  been  demolished. 

Under  the  “Public  Health  Act”,  41  notices 
were  served  for  59  houses  at  the  following  places: — 

Easington. — Four  for  insufficient  privy  accom- 
modation to  eight  houses:  separate  ash-closet 
provided  for  each.  And  one  for  neglect  to  provide 
a newly-erected  house  with  sewer  connection. 

South  Hetton. — Two  for  houses  with  want  of 
proper  privy  accommodation:  ash-closet  provided 
in  one  and  promised  in  the  other.  Three  for  want 
of  yard  paving:  the  work  was  done. 

Hurton. — 24  for  as  many  houses  with  insuffi- 
cient privy  accommodation:  improvement  promised. 


Cold  Heslcdcn. — Three  for  nine  houses  with 
defective  yard  paving  and  drainage:  required  ini- 
proveinents  carried  out.  Four  for  twelve  houses 
with  defective  drainage:  improved  by  addition  of 
trapped  gullies. 

The  above-mentioned  improvements  include 
the  construction  of  348  ash-closets,  taking  the  place 
of  privy  ashpits,  with  the  advantage  of  a smaller 
accumulation  and  more  frequent  removal,  at  the 
following  places: — Easington,  22;  Haswell,  31; 
South  Hetton,  31;  Castle  Eden,  70;  Murton,  137; 
Thornley,  29;  Wheatley  Hill,  20;  Monk  Hesleden, 
8.  Besides  these,  12  water-closets  have  been  fixed 
to  old  houses  in  place  of  privy  ashpits. 

Yard  paving  of  cement  or  asphalt  to  374  houses 
is  also  includecl  at: — Easington,  18;  Haswell,  33; 
South  Hetton,  33;  Castle  Eden,  35;  Cold  Hesleden, 
21;  Murton,  46;  Hutton  Henry,  52;  Monk  Hesleden, 
34;  Seaham,  102. 

“ Housing,  Town  Planning  &c.  Act,  1909.” — 
The  “ Inspection  of  Districts  Regulation  Order, 
1910,”  has  been  carried  out.  Under  this  Order  853 
houses  have  been  systematically  inspected  by  your 
Inspectors,  and  selections  of  these  subsequently 
visited  by  your  Medical  Officer  in  company  with 
the  Inspectors.  This  is  the  systematic  work  carried 
out  by  your  Inspectors  without  special  request  made 
or  complaint  being  lodged,  and  is  quite  independent 
of  the  work  carried  on  in  regard  to  other  lots  of 
houses  previously  under  consideration  by  your 
Council.  This  work  has  been  very  considerable, 
and  engaged  so  much  more  particular  attention  that 
the  number  of  houses  inspected  under  the  Regu- 
lation is  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  but  the 
amount  of  work  is  greater,  and  also  in  the  aggregate 
the  number  of  houses  under  observation,  the  pro- 
ceedings taken  and  the  improvement  accomplished. 
No  distinction  is  made  between  notices,  formal  or 
informal,  issued  as  the  result  of  inspection  under 
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cither  of  those  methods  of  seeking  improvement, 
the  results  of  wliich  are  more  fiillv  detailed  under 
the  head  of  insanitary  property. 

I. — The  number  of  dwelling-houses  inspected 
under  and  for  the  purposes  of  Section  17  of  the 
Act,  with  the  outcome  of  those  inspections,  are  now 
tabulated  below.

II.  — The  number  found  to  be  unfit  for  habita- 
tion was  120,  against  seventy-three  for  the  year 
before.  A higher  standard  is  now  set.  A greater 
number  was  found  with  defects,  but  not  sufficient 
to  class  them  as  unfit. 

III.  — The  number  of  representations  made  to 
the  Authority  with  a view  to  obtaining  closing  orders 
was  eighty-four,  against  seventy-three  the  previous 
year.  When  an  owner  provides  evidence  of  an 
earnest  intention  to  make  an  improvement  to  his 
property  it  is  not  desirable  to  harass  him  with 
closing  orders. 

IV.  — The  number  of  closing  orders  issued  was 
thirty-one,  against  eighteen  the  previous  year.  A 
closing  order  means  turning  out  a tenant,  and  this 
should  be  done  judiciously  to  avoid  the  evil  of 
overcrowding,  which  often  results  by  another  family 
taking  in  those  evicted  when  a house  cannot  be 
obtained. 
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Y. — The  number  of  dwelling-houses  the  defects 
of  which  were  remedied  without  making  closing 
orders  is  embraced  in  the  improvement  detailed 
under  Insanitary  Property,  which  it  may  be  noted 
is  a considerable  amount. 

VI.  — Repairs  made  after  making  closing  orders, 
thirty-nine;  of  these,  seventeen  were  to  houses  at 
Easington,  Haswell  and  South  Hetton,  which  had 
been  closed  during  the  two  previous  years.  In  the 
case  of  old  houses  requiring  almost  to  be  rebuilt, 
they  invariably  remain  for  a time  untenanted.  In 
newer  houses  requiring  not  structural  alterations, 
but  only  general  repairs,  the  desired  end  is  more 
readily  obtained,  as  in  the  lot  so  treated  at  Hutton 
Henry. 

VI I.  — The  general  character  of  the  defects 
found  were,  in  the  old  houses,  built  of  limestone, 
general  dampness,  particularly  at  the  base  of  the 
walls,  the  floors  often  below  the  level  of  the  ground 
outside,  and  the  pantries  small,  damp  and  badly 
lighted.  In  many  of  these  an  attic  with  a low 
ceiling,  with  consequent  bad  ventilation.  In  the 
newer  brick-built  houses,  insanitary  midden  privies, 
want  of  paving  in  the  yards,  absent  or  defective 
sinks  and  drainage,  leaking  roofs  and  general 
disrepair. 

Nuisances. — For  minor  nuisances  and  defects 
not  reported  to  your  Council,  620  informal  notices 
were  served  by  your  Inspectors  and  generally 
followed  by  remedy.  They  were  for  the  following 
conditions: — Dwelling  Houses,  foul  conditions,  21, 
structural  defects,  38,  overcrowding,  25;  Lodging 
Houses,  3;  Cowsheds,  29;  Bakehouses,  2;  Slaughter 
Houses,  28;  Ashpits  and  Privies,  120;  Deposits  of 
Refuse  and  Manure,  27;  Water-closets,  5;  Defective 
Yard  Paving,  52;  House  Drainage,  defective  traps, 
29,  no  disconnection  from  sewers,  9,  other  faults,  68; 
Water  Supply,  2;  Pigsties,  4;  Animals  Improperly 
Kept,  9;  Offensive  Trades,  1;  Scavenging  Contract- 
ors, 42;  other  nuisances,  106. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  notices  a very  large 
number  of  letters  have  been  addressed  by  your 
Clerk  to  various  owners  requesting  improvements, 
generally  with  satisfactory  results. 

Excrement  and  Refuse  Removal. — A few 
years  ago,  in  workmen’s  houses  and  cottage  property, 
this  was  by  the  old-fashioned  midden  privy.  No 
convenience  of  this  kind  is  now  erected,  and  those 
remaining  are  being  converted  into  the  small  ash- 
closet.  Among  the  houses  visited  under  the 
“ Inspection  of  Districts  Order,”  during  the  past 
three  years,  the  relative  percentage  proportions  of 
the  different  methods  in  use  are  shewn  below,  and 
in  contrast,  the  result  of  similar  inspections  in  the 
last  of  those  three  years; —

These  figures  are  now  more  favourable,  as 
many  of  the  older  ones  have  since  been  converted 
to  ash-closets:  348  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  cleansing  is  let  to  contractors  by 
your  Council,  with  penalties  as  to  non-fulfilment  by 
engaging  assistance  at  the  cost  of  the  contractor. 
The  work  generally  is  fairly  well  carried  out,  but  to 
ensure  this,  vigilance  is  necessary  on  the  part  of 
your  Inspectors.  One  firm  carries  the  refuse  to  sea; 
but  generally  it  is  used  for  agricultural  purposes, 
and  there  is  an  obligation  not  to  deposit  it  within  a 
specified  distance  of  a dwelling  or  public  highway. 
()ne  contractor,  for  persisting  in  an  infringement  of 
this  regulation,  after  receiving  notice,  was  fined  .^5. 

When  emptying  the  closets,  more  or  less  of 
the  contents  is  spilled  on  the  ground,  and  unless 
this  is  very  carefully  scavenged  a nuisance  results. 
This  might  be  obviated  by  the  use  of  a good-fitting 
square  bin,  which  need  only  be  emptied  into  tlie 
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cart.  Builders  might  be  encouraged  to  try  this  in 
better-class  cottages  by  way  of  experiment.  The 
emptying  is  done  by  day.  For  obvious  reasons  it 
cannot  be  carried  on  during  the  night,  and  in  windy 
weather  the  dust  and  paper  is  blown  about  and  is 
often  very  offensive.  The  use  of  a covered  cart  for 
the  purpose  would  be  a decided  improvement. 

There  is  still  much  room  for  improvement  on 
the  part  of  householders.  Refuse  is  deposited 
elsewhere  than  in  the  proper  receptacle  and  slops 
are  thrown  on  the  ground  even  where  trapped 
sinks  have  been  provided.  The  channels  should 
be  used  for  surface  water  only;  but  slops  are  turned 
into  them,  and  sometimes  night-soil.  Removing  the 
channels  might  partly  abate  this;  but  if  this  is  done, 
after  heavy  rains  the  ground  goes  into  runnels. 
More  prosecutions  are  necessary,  but  great  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  tracing  the  culprits. 

Lodging  Houses. — There  are  two  of  these  on 
the  register,  both  at  Easington.  One,  in  good  condi- 
tion, containing  forty-seven  beds  and  well  managed; 
the  other,  in  spite  of  attempts  at  improvement, 
cannot  be  considered  suitable  for  the  purpose  with- 
out thorough  reconstruction  and  should,  pending 
this,  be  removed  from  the  register.  Both  have 
been  regularly  inspected  and  no  case  of  infectious 
disease  has  been  found  in  them;  but  one  case  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  removed  to  the  workhouse. 
Only  three  informal  notices  were  served,  two  for 
limewashing  and  one  for  want  of  cleanliness.  Plans 
for  a proposed  lodging-house  were  submitted,  but 
rejected  for  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  thirty-seven 
of  these  in  the  district.  By-laws  for  their  regis- 
tration and  inspection  have  been  approved  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  a copy  supplied  to 
every  occupier.  Some  of  the  premises  are  perfectly 
satisfactory,  more  than  half  fairly  so.  Most  are 
attached  to  a dwelling-house.  In  the  smaller 
businesses  the  slaughtering  is  performed  in  the 
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selling-shop,  and  the  premises  are  far  from  satis- 
factory. They  are  inspected,  and  twenty-eight 
informal  notices  have  been  served  for  defects  of 
drainage  and  ventilation,  defects  of  walls  and  tioors, 
but  mostly  for  lack  of  cleanliness  and  for  improper 
removal  or  deposit  of  offal  and  refuse.  Much  im- 
provement is  required  and  should  now  be  obtained 
with  the  powers  conferred  under  the  by-laws.  No 
licence  has  been  asked  for  new  premises. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. — Seven 
have  been  added  during  the  year  and  one,  after 
dilapidation,  removed.  The  number  now  on  the 
register  is  sixty-three,  an  increase  of  six  on  the  year 
before,  and  they  contain  596  cows,  an  increase  of  33. 
All  have  been  inspected,  and  twenty-eight  informal 
notices  served  for:  defective  floors,  hve;  space,  one; 
ventilation,  two;  dilapidation,  two;  removal  of 
manure,  live;  limewashing,  thirteen.  The  defects 
were  remedied,  including  cement  tioors  laid  where 
required.  More  than  half  are  in  a fairly  good  con- 
dition, but  much  improvement  is  required  in  the 
smaller  ones  as  to  floors,  lighting  and  ventilation. 
The  dealers  are  mostly  in  a small  way.  Little  fresh 
milk  is  used:  only  one  cow  is  kept  for  more  than 
each  hundred  of  the  population,  and  much  of  it  is 
exported.  Practically,  milk  is  not  used  as  a food 
for  children  as  it  ought  to  be.  It  is  not  obtainable 
when  required  in  illness.  Probably  the  promised 
Parliamentary  Milk  Bill  will  remedy  this,  but  that 
would  require  the  industry  to  be  conducted  on  a 
more  extensive  scale  than  at  present.  One  case  of 
diphtheria  and  one  of  scarlet  fever  was  notilied  in 
each  of  two  dairies.  Both  were  isolated  and  no 
infection  followed. 

Hospitals,  Infectious  Diseases  and  Prpwen- 
'iTON. — On  receipt  of  notilicationof  infectious  disease, 
besides  a general  inquiry  by  your  Inspectors,  every 
case  of  enteric  fever,  diphtheria,  puerperal  fever 
and  any  important  outbreak  of  other  disease  is 
individually  visited  by  your  Medical  Oflicer  and 
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investigation  made  as  to  origin  and  other  cireum- 
stances.  Printed  instruetions  are  sent  to  eaeli 
house  from  where  an  infectious  disease  is  notified, 
disinfectants  are  supplied,  disinfection  carried  out 
wliere  practicable  and  infected  articles  destroyed 
when  considered  advisable  and  compensation  made. 
More  important  than  this,  however,  is  disinfection  of 
the  patient  and  the  clothing  in  immediate  contact. 
Neglect  of  this  in  cases  of  retarded  recovery  might 
explain  obscure  origins  of  diphtheria  in  children 
from  school  attendance  and  enteric  fever  in  adults. 
With  this  fear  in  view,  the  free  use  of  personal  dis- 
infection is  recommended  after  apparent  recovery. 
Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  free  for  those 
unable  to  pay  for  it.  Possible  infection  by  school 
attendance  is  inquired  into,  particularly  as  to  diph- 
theria. School-closing,  though  in  the  hands  of  the 
county  authority,  is  the  subject  of  consultation,  and 
by  exchange  of  notices  your  officers  and  the  county 
education  medical  department  keep  in  touch. 
During  the  occurrence  of  epidemics  connected  with 
school  attendance,  communication  of  information 
is  maintained  with  the  school  attendance  officers. 
Notices  of  contacts  are  exchanged  between  this 
and  adjoining  districts. 

The  Union  Hospital  has  received  nine  cases  of 
phthisis,  including  five  from  outside  the  district. 
£3,397  was  disbursed  in  out-door  relief.

One  notice  under  the  “Anthrax  Order,  1910,” 
was  received.  The  regulations  for  cerebro-spinal 
fever  and  acute  polyomyelitis,  1912,  were  received 
and  arrangements  made  for  any  bacteriological  work 
entailed. 
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The  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  maintained 
with  a permanent  staff  for  twenty  beds  and  a cot,  in 
four  wards.  Thirty-seven  were  admitted  for  treat- 
ment, all  from  within  the  district:  four,  diphtheria; 
twenty,  scarlet  fever;  thirteen,  fever.  Twenty-three 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  received  hospital 
treatment  between  the  Workhouse  Hospital  and 
Sanatoria  in  the  countv. 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  a new  Isolation 
Hospital  with  increased  accommodation,  and  a more 
permanent  structure  than  that  at  present  in  use,  and 
this  scheme  only  awaits  a Local  Government  Board 
Inquiry.  The  cost  will  be  raised  by  loan  and  will 
amount  to  some  14,000. 

The  Joint  Small-pox  Hospital  for  this  and 
Sedgetield  Rural  District,  adjoining,  has  not  been 
required  during  the  year,  but  has  been  kept  ready 
in  the  charge  of  two  caretakers.  For  2,237  births 
registered  during  the  year  there  were  674  con- 
scientious objectors,  or  30  per  cent.;  an  undesirably 
increasing  number.  The  year  before,  it  was  19  per 
cent.  When  small-pox  does  reach  the  district  this 
hospital  will  be  utilised,  unless  it  is  previously 
turned  over,  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  to 
the  County  Council.  In  that  case,  other  arrange- 
ments will  have  to  be  made  for  small-pox. 

For  the  prevention  of  infant  mortality,  a set  of 
printed  instructions  for  the  guidance  of  the  mother 
is  supplied  to  the  parents  at  the  time  of  registering 
the  birth. 

Special  sub-committees  have  been  appointed 
to  consider  the  Murton  Housing,  Private  Street 
Works,  and  Haswell-to-the-Sea  Sewerage. 

Two  Local  Government  Board  Inquiries  have 
been  held  for  the  Sewerage  of  Wingate  and  for  the 
purpose  of  borrowing  money  for  the  Murton  Hous- 
ing Scheme. 


The  year’s  statisties  shew  a steady  improve- 
ment in  every  item.  Exeept  in  the  previous  year, 
the  death  rate  has  been  deelining  steadily  sinee  1906, 
that  is  during  seven  years,  and  now  is  the  lowest 
on  reeord.  The  same  applies  to  the  infant  deaths. 
The  number,  118,  has  never  been  approaehed.  In 
the  legitimate  it  was  116,  in  the  illegitimate  197. 

The  birth  rate,  sad  to  say,  is  also  lowered:  1'53. 
This  is  a eonsiderable  faetor  in  determining  the 
infant  mortality  under  the  most  sanitary  eonditions. 
It  was  highest  at  Thornley  and  Kelloe,  43‘5,  and 
Shotton,  42-0,  and  lowest  in  the  Castle  Eden  or 
agrieultural  group,  22*6,  and  Easington,  27-0.  The 
rate  for  illegitimates  is  IT 2,  much  lower  than  the 
previous  year.  The  most  gratifying  feature  of  the 
year  is  the  low  rate  for  enteric  fever.  Excluding 
doubtful  cases,  it  is  lower  than  that  for  the  county. 

A considerable  amount  of  new  work  has  been 
done  in  sewerage  and  street  making,  and  improve- 
ments made  as  to  house  refuse  and  excrement 
removal,  and  sanitary  conveniences.  But  the  item  of 
greatest  importance  is  the  improvement  carried  out 
on  old  property,  which  has  been  effected  under  the 
different  available  Acts.  A continuance  of  this  is 
desired,  and  I beg  to  repeat  a list  of  the  further 
requirements  of  the  district: — 

(1)  More  thorough  scavenging.  (2)  Continued 
conversion  of  midden  privies  into  ash-closets  with 
iron  hatches,  those  kinds  least  liable  to  go  out  of 
order.  (3)  The  introduction  of  water-closets  where 
there  is  not  satisfactory  access  to  the  yard,  or  the 
pail-closet  and  portable  ashbin  when  that  is  not 
practicable.  (4)  Discontinuance  of  open  channels 
communicating  between  closed  yards.  (5)  Open 
channels  replaced  by  close  drains,  and  more  atten- 
tion to  blocked  sinks.  (6)  Prosecution  for  throwing 
slops  on  footpaths,  the  surface  of  the  ground 
anywhere,  or  into  open  channels  when  sinks  are 
provided.  (7)  Complete  sewage  systems  to  the  sea 
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to  avoid  river  pollution.  (8)  Extension  of  deep 
well  water  supplies  wherever  shallow  wells  are 
used.  (9)  Repair  of  workmen’s  dwellings,  including 
raising  of  low  attics.  (10)  Continued  street  making, 
including  improvement  to  back  streets.  (11)  In- 
creased Isolation  Hospital  accommodation.  (12) 
A high-pressure  steam  disinfector. 

The  population  of  the  district  continues  to 
increase  very  rapidly  owing  to  the  development  of 
new  collieries,  thus  adding  to  the  work  of  your 
officials. 

The  following  table  shews  the  chief  vital 
statistics  of  the  district  for  1912  compared  with 
those  for  the  administrative  county  per  thousand 
of  population.  In  spite  of  a higher  death  rate  than 
obtains  in  the  county,  the  natural  increase  of  popu- 
lation by  the  difference  between  the  birth  and  death 
rates  is  higher  by  2T03  per  cent,  than  that  of  the 
county.

Every  factory,  workshop,  workplace  and  bakery 
on  the  register  has  been  visited  by  your  Inspectors 
at  least  once,  some,  where  females  are  employed 
and  defects  have  been  noted,  oftener. 

FACTORIES. — For  this  only  one  notice  has 
been  served  for  dehcient  ash-closet  accommodation. 

WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES.— In 
consequence  of  regular  visiting  of  these  places,  fewer 
defects  have  been  noticed.  One  notice  was  served 
where  females  were  employed  for  better  privy 
accommodation,  four  for  want  of  cleanliness,  one 
for  limewashing  and  three  for  no  abstract  posted. 
Generally  they  have  been  kept  in  a fairly  good 
condition. 

Bakeries. — These  are  well  kept ; only  two 
verbal  notices  were  given  for  limewashing. 

Homework. — There  is  still  no  work  under  this 
definition  carried  on  in  the  district. 

In  the  whole  of  this  department  the  work  is 
not  great,  but  what  there  is  of  it  is  carried  on  under 
fairly  satisfactory  conditions.  No  case  of  infectious 
disease  has  been  discovered  in  connection  with  any 
of  them.
